of & huga nation like China cannot ‘be 

moulded and directed so easily ag the inde- 
fatigable Reformors of Japan were able to 
change the sentimont of theirnation. They 
were confronted at the outset by difficulties 
of a very similar character to those which 
‘‘totifront tie statesmen of Chinato-day- 
Suspicioh and jealousy of the foreigner 
were widespread. Suspicion has Jong 
ceased to exiet and what jealousy re- 
mains is of u kind. which is coa.mon 
in all countries which have to meet 
forcign~-comp-tition—in--trade;—~ It -ia—69 
acute in Hngland or ‘in Germany ag in 
Japan; but the best minds of all nations 
recognise that there is an eloment of good. 
nevs in international rivalry, and in newly 
awakened countries like Japan and China 
the foreign standard is one which represents 
the yoal yet to be reached and for the attain- 
ment of which the national energies must 
he bent, Japan has shown China the path 
of progress, Tho leading spirits of the 
Revolution in China bave carefully watched 
Tupan’s ‘progress; are aware how much she. 
ig, indebted to foreign advice and instruc. 
tion ; but Chere seams to be a self-sufficiency 
about so many of, the Chinese students 
-vho have returned from schools and colleges 
i, Japan, in Amorica and in Burepe, whieh 
rathor encourages than deprecates hostility 
to foreign assistance. They imagine that 
the theoretical training they have received 
qualifies them to undertake tasks which 
‘in the West would be entrusted 
only to men of great practical experieace.

Tho death is announced of Mr. David 
Campbell, manager of Messrs. Lane, 
Crawford & Co., Shanghai. The sad 
event occurred somewhat suddenly last 
Wednesday. He had been at business two | 
days proviously, but was compelled to 
Femain at hdme-on account: of-indisposi- 
tion believed to have been the reault ‘of 
the unusual heat. . Mr. Campbell had 
been long resident’ in Shanghai. He was 
first ‘in. the frm of Weeks & Co., but 
joined Lane, Crawford & Co, in 1896, 
Land:.wvas_appointed manager about tho 
year 1001, He wos a prominent Mason 
and a Lifo member of the Recreation Club. 
Ho leaves a widow and two stop-daugh- 
ters, end a son who is in the firm of But- 
terficld & Swire at Hongkong. 


Mr. Sugden, tho Commissioner of Cus- 
toms at Hankow, notes in his annual re- 
port that the amount of tea used on 
steamors has increased greatly, 24 million 
ths. being bought in 1911 on tho London 
market for. this purpose; but the quality 
provided, ho says, is generally o disgrace 
to owners, who appear to consider that 
as, tea-is most welcome to passengers, tho 
“eoolic” quality ix good enough for 
them, oven on fincs running to the East. 
Strangely enough, tho local river steam-. 
ers, while specially catering for Chinese 
passengers, do‘ not. supply them with tea, 
which is one of ‘their greatest needs, and 
the first line to supply. such a convenience, 
Mr.. Sugden suggeats,: would probably 
find a great increase in its popularity. * 

In his annual report the Commissioner. 
of Customs at Hankow writes :—‘' With 
local desolation and general disturbance, 
it is hard to prophesy when Hankow will 
recover—an éld, oxperioncod Chinese mer- 
chant holds not sooner than 30 years; the 
writer, with eight years exporience of its 
growth under great diflicultics, expects 
that. the third year of a ‘settled Govern- 
ment will see its trado greater than éver. 
Immense sums will have: to be spent on 
the. new city and raising the laid. be- 
hind; but it is only reagonable to ‘sup- 
pose that China as a, whole will come to 
the ‘aid of the placo which has been 
destroyed in establishing the Republic. 
Tho local ‘leaders have shown sense 
throughout, and may be expected to re- 
build tho city properly.” = 

Tho Hunanese people have the reputa- 
tion of being anti-foreign. Mr. 0, E. 8, 
Wakefield, the Acting Commissioner of 
Customs at Changsha, contradicts this 
opinion in his annual report. Hoe says: 
“Though it may be-held that there is o | 
strong feeling of ‘Hunan for the Hun- 
anew,’ and that foreign enterprise has 
not been welcomed in the past, and 
although there have been three attacks on 
foreign lives or property during the past 
twelve years (due in cach case to some 
|special cause), yet it can be said truth- 

fully that in no’ part of China, or even 
in any. country in the world, will 
foreigners receive more consistently 
courteous treatment than they do in the 
interior of thia province.” Mr. Wake- 
field states from’ an experience of four 
and a half years in the province that he 
bag never heard one rude word addressed ' 
to a foreigner, ; 


the Government recoguises that this is a 
field in which foreign assistance is essential. 
The appointment of Mr. Coniinson, of 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway fume, to super- 
intend the construction of the Hupeh sec- 
tiou-of the important trunk line of railway 
which is designed’ to connect Canton 
with Hankow, bas booa confirmed by tho 
new Government, but, until the country. 
beconics more settled than it is, there seam, 
little prospect of rapid progress with this 
great undertaking. It ie marvellous, when 
we reflect on the whole position, that, 
handicapped as the Government is by want 
of funds, it bas succeeded in keeping the 
unruly. elements so well under control. 
But China is « perplexing country and 
cannot safely be judged. by ordinary 
ateadards. ' The .catlook has seemed 
exceedingly dark, yet there ars glimmers 
of light which encourage the belief that she 
will “somehow. muddle through,” but: if 
China aspires to emulate the rapidity of 
Japan's transformation, she must not 
despise the means by. which it was go largely 
effeotod. 4 A :

plied first in payment of a cumulative 
dividend at the rate of 10 per cent, per 
annum paid on the original Preference 
shures of the company, ‘and _ subject 
thercto shall be distributed as dividend 
among the holders of the Ordinary sbares 
jn’ accordance with the amounts for the 
time boing paid on the Ordinary shares 
held by them respectively.” The Prefor- 
oneo shares never received more than 10 
per cent. dividend, although much larger 
dividends had been paid on tho Ordinary. 


Mr. Justice Joyce said that the ques- 
tion how the surplus profits of the defen- 
dant company were to be distributed de- 
pended on the resolution of July J3th, 
1891, with the original articles of associa- 
tion, und in particular. Article 116 read 
in connection with it. In his’ view the 
priority given to the Preference shares 
was the right to be paid 10 per cent. 
ecumulating; subject to that, the profits 
were to be divided equally hetween the 
members. The result was that the Pre- 


‘ference shareholders were to be paid a 


cumulative dividond of 10 per cont.; then 
the Ordinary shareholders were to receive 
a dividend:of 10 per cent. and the surplus 
profits were to be paid equally.to all. the 
members of the company. ‘The new articles 
were therefore invalid and. must go, and 
for the future distribution must be. made 
in'the manner he had stated. 
The defendants appealed, 


, TUDGMENT. 

The Master of the Rolls, in the course 
of hig judgment, read the resolution and 
articles set out above, and said that the 

uestion was whether the Preforence 
sliareholders woro entitled to anything. 
beyond 10 per cent, What was the mean- 
ing in the resolution that the holders of 
Preference shares should be entitled to a 
cumulative .proferential dividend of 10 
per cent, per annum? It seemed to his 
Lordship that the ordinary-meaning was 
that stated’ in the resolution, which 
defined and limited the dividend which 
the shareholders could toke. His Lord- 
ship adopted the view taken in Palmer’s 
Company Precedents (11th ed.), Part L, 
p. 8l4:—'"It is-genorally assumed that 
where ‘the shares are given a

His Lordship ‘thought that that 
would bo an unjust position to arrive at, 
having regard to the terms of the resolu. 
tion.” The Court could not ignore altoge- 
ther the practice of tho Stock Exchange, 
and it was commonly recognized that’ 
Preferential stock carried a fixed divi- 
dend and nothing more. With great 
respect to Mr. Justice Joyco, ‘hia ford. 
ship .thought that his conclusion was 


wrong, and that tho appeal must’ be 
allowed. 


The Lords Justices algo delivered judg- : 


ments allowing the appeal.

THE TERM “ MIKADO,” 


_ We have been asked whethor it is con- 
sidered “‘ respectful’ to speak of the 
Emperor of Japan as tho Mikado. We 
may beat answor the question, we’ think, 
by quoting tho following somewhat 
lengthy paragraph from Mr, J. Morrie’ 
sketch of the late Emperor Mutsuhito in 
his,‘ Makers of Japan’ :— : 

It may be useful here to explain that 
the title of Mikado by which hie Majesty 
is perhaps best known to Europeans, 
although wodeniably an appellation of 
great antiquity and in no degree 
derogatory, is in little uso in Japan 
itself. Litorally it nignifies the “ honour- 
able guteway” or “entrance,” and 
though in-uncient times the designation, 
when applica ‘to a ruler who dispensed 
justico froma seat at the entrance to his 
pavilion, may have been more or levs an 
appropriate title, it may be aldo that as 
years went by the proferonce of the people 
for some term that should more definitely 
convey the idea of the  soveroign’s 
supremely exalted origin, ‘accérding to 
their popular ‘belief, led to the gradual 
adoption, in official documents, of tho 
title of Tonno, and in common conversaé 
tion of that of Ten-shi, terms waich aro 
in gencral use at the present day. The 
perpetuation of. the term Mikado among 
foreigners, thongh almost obsolete among 
the inhabitants of the Ten-shi’s: realms, 
is on a par with the retention of the 
name “Japan’’ as that..of the country 
itsolf, it being o survival of the 
"Jipangu” of Marco Polo, who thus 


alluded to it in writing an account of his |-. 


travels. Marco Polo’s book. was prepared 
in 1299 at Genoa, and Jipangu was doubt- 
less the traveller’s rendering of tho 
Ji-pén-kwoh of the Chinese, the name by 
which Japan is known to that nation 
to-day, and by which Marco Polo heard 
the island Empire spoken of 600 
yearsago. To:the Ton-shi’s subj heir 
larid is Nt-hon-koku, or Sun-origin Land, 
a term that is fairly tranelated, porhaps, 
-as tho Land of. Sunrise. Ji-pén-kwoh, in 
Chin lus precisely the same meaning, 
and three ideographs employed are 
identical in Chinese and Japanese, the 
difference being one of pronunciation 
only. Though the dwellers in Nihon 
know a3 a rule by this time what is 
meant by Japan they always speak of 
their land as Nihon or Nipon, and though 
they know to whom’ strangers allude as 
the Mikado, they refer to his Majesty as 
the Ten-shi or Tenno. Nevertheless, tho 
terms in use abroad, though they have 
less to recommend them on tho score of 
aceuracy, either for country or ruler, bid 
fair to survive for generations.

followed by the tragedy of the buffalo, 
and now we seem to be in the midst of 


a war of extermination. - Two splendid 


American birds ‘are among the recent 
victims of man’s recklessness. Of the 
Passenger or, Wild Pigeon (Ectopictes 
migratorius) a single female, about 10 
years old, belongs to the Zoological Society 
of Cincinnati, and is tho only one dis- 
covered in the late extended search. Yet 
Wilson, the American ornithologist, esti- 
mated the number in a. flock seen a 
century ago at more than 2,300 millions 
—a number greater than that of the pre- 
sent human population of the globe. Less 
than 20 years ago the bird was woll 
known, and was mentioned by. Newton’s 
Dictionary of Birds as still quite abun-, 


‘dant in parts .of the United States and 


Canada.’ Early in the last. contury the 
Carolina Parakeet (Coronus carolinensis) 
was familiar as far north as the Great 
Lakes. At the end of the contury it had 
retired to the Gulf States, and is now 
known only’ by less than-a dozen cage 
specimens. , : 8 
BEED-FLIGHT IN.
